ioi! har fioiTcd ■from rJxir center. 

Ir-c'uà^i :n the coIlcctSon of the 
Soalety are many fine portraits of 
men emiijcnt In the Soofety. There 
.ire some rare birds, two Egyptian 
tiiummlw; and a collection of Sotit'n 
Sea Island implements. 

Among the relics of the Society it a 
Kione head ot KInf George III. Tbis 
iietid was cut do^^'n by American 
froldi'i'i.s from tb» firt-. fca'.ue to be 
crMtod jn Montreal. In the early 
days of the Bntieh rule a statue wa« 
placed in the Place d'Arme» Square. 

When American troops marched 
into I'tii? city they saw this statue of 
their forf-mr so^-ervipn ai'd 7)romptly 
3ii>we'3 the htad off end threw it into 
!•_ well. There it remained for many 
year.s but eventually found and 
given to thfe Society. Jt wUl soon be 
on exhibition again.

Maybe such students are in a minority, 
îs^?':^*''* certainly many of them; it is a fair-sized minority, 
11'?'^ " better not to be loo optimistic in speaking of the results 
^bf their coming examinations. It will probably be better for them 
all in the end if they keep on worrying now. Anyway, whether 
they should or should not worrj', they undoubtedly will.
